United Americans’ Survey De- 
clares Start Is to be Made 
in New York. 





EXPECT PANIC AS. AID 





Contributions of $20,000,000 from 
Soviet Russia to Radical Move- 
ment Here Alleged. 


_ Startling disclosures relating to ‘“Red”’ 
movements in this country are contained. 
in a survey of radical activities made 
public by the United Americans, a new 
organization formed “to preserve the 
Constitution of the United States with 
the representative form of government 
and the right of individual possession 
which the Constitution provides.’’ 

The survey, which, it was said yester- 
day: at the offices of the organization at 
2 West Forty-third Street, has the back- 
ing of the officers and Executive Board, 
including Otto H. Kahn, Newton W. Gil- 
bert, ex-Governor of the Phillipines; 
Allen Walker of the Guaranty Trust 
Company, David Jayne Hill, Cardinal 
Gibbons, Daniel Willard and Dr. M. L. 
Burton, President of the University of 
Minnesota, asserts that ,radical leaders 
are confident of effecting a revolution 
within two years; that the-rstart is to 
be made in. New York City with a gen- 
eral strike; that ‘‘Red’”’ leaders have 
predicted ‘‘ much bloodshed,’’ and that 
the Russian Soviet Government has con- 
tributed $20,000,000 to the American 
radical movement. a 

Mr. Gilbert, who is Chairman of the 
Executive Board, declined yesterday to 
disclose the sources of the information 
contained in the survey. He declared, 
however, that it was ‘‘thoroughly re- 
liable,’” and that it was being turned 
over to the Government. The survey 
says: 


Plan to Starve New York. 


“Efforts of the radicals, working in 
harmony, but under different names, 
to precipitate a revolution and establish 
the “dictatorship of the proletariat” 
in the United. States are being re- 
doubled this Spring, according to infor- 
mation received at headquarters of the 
National Committee of United Ameri- 
cans. While the Reds were disappointed 
by the steel strike fiasco, advertised as 
the beginning of the revolution, they 
nevertheless are so encouraged by the 
trend of events that they are confident 
they can effect the revolution not later 
than 1922. Next time the start is to be 
made in New York City instead of in 
the Central West, because the Reds: 
tigure that the metropolis can be starved: 
into submission by a general strike in. 
four days. : 

“Meanwhile the Reds count on a' 
financial panic within the next few 
weeks to help their cause along. A! 
panic would cause distress among the! 
workingmen and thus trender' them 
more susceptible to revolutionary doc- 
trines | ; 

“One effect of the recent Government. 
raids has been to cause the radical or». 
ganizations to assume a variety of 
aliases. For example, the Communist 
party is no longer known as such. It 
has assumed the innocugus titles of. 
“The International FPublshing Com- 
pany,’ alias ‘‘ The International League | 
of Defense.’” The I. W. W. operates 
under any local name that may be! 
handy. ! 

‘* The trick of abandoning old party! 
names may account in part for the Gov-' 
ernment’s long list, now said to enu-! 
merate more than 100 radical organiza- 
tions. Their programs are all substan- 
tially alike. Professor Siemiradski, for- | 
merly of Cracow University, but now a! 
radical agitator in America, boasted jn' 
a recent address that these various radi- | 
cal ofganizations were ‘all going in the: 
same direction.’ a xs ) 

‘‘ Nobody, not even the radicals them-' 
selves, knows ,the actual number of: 
sympathizers with the revolutionary | 
movement in the United States, although 
the revolutionists boast that they have 
7.000,000 followers. A writer in the. 
World’s Work estimated the number at 
2,000,000. Private estimates received by | 
United Americans vary widely. 

While the number of adherents to. or. 
sympathizers with, the revolutionary 
movement can only be guessed at, in-| 
formation about actual membership in: 
some of the various organizations. is. 
more definite. The Socialist Party has: 
a paid-up membership of 81,000, yet in 
1916 the party polled 597,000 votes, a 
ratio of six sympathizers to'one active 
member. The Socialist Laber Party has 
about 14,000 members. The Non-parti- 
san League, Socialist in everything but 
name, has 200,000 members * as radical 
as radical can be,’’ according to infor- 
mation received. | 

The Communist Party, one of. the! 
most active of the radical organizations | 
at present, has 688 branches, with ‘an 
ageregate membership of more than 
200,000, in 25 States. Here are four out: 
of ten radical organizations with a 
membership of 495,000. If they have the 
same ratio of sympathizers as the 
Socialists, as indicated by the vote, the 
aggregate of adherents for these four 
organizations alone would be 3,465,000.. 


Predict “ Much Bloodshed.” 


‘* Skaczewski, President of the ‘ Inter- 
national Publishing Association,’ other- 
wise the Communist Party, boasted that 
the: time was coming soon when the 
Communists would destroy utterly the 


present form of society. He declared 
with gusto that there would be ‘ much 
bloodshed.’ “The meeting resolved - to 
start out a large corps of agitators ‘as 
soon as the weather became more favor- 
able, carrying quantities of booklets 
and other printed matter to supplement 
their verbal propaganda. 

‘‘ Principal reliance is to be placed on 
strikes, As many strikes as possible are 
to be instigated this pseason, because 
every strike impoverishes the employer 
and at the aame timeCdemoralizes thé 
workingmen and renders them more sus- 
ceptibie to Communist doctrines. Strik- 
ers with nothing to do but Hsten tq. 
propaganda are easily convinced that 
they are’ being robbed by the ‘ priyi- 
leged classes.’ 

‘The Communists are working with 
the confident assurance that is derived 
from ample funds. A courier recently 
arrived from the Communist conference 
held in Amsterdam last month bringing 
the’ news that the Russian Bolsheviki 
had contributed jewels valued at $20,- 
000,000, obtained by the murder and rob- 
bery of the Russian nobility, to finance 
propaganda, principally in the United 
States. Mexico City was designated at 
this conference as.Communist headquar- 
ters for North America.
